CAMPAIGN 

The organization meeting of the 
Vulcan and district Salvage campaign 
which was held in the Legion hall on 
Wednesday, Dec. 13th, was fairly well 
attended. The following officers were 
elected: R. M. Patriquin, chairman; 
M. D. Allan, vice-chairman; Mrs. Roy 
Walker, secretary. A central commit¬ 
tee was formed for storing, sorting 
and shipping the scrap. This commit¬ 
tee is to consist of the following: Mr. 
Chell, Mr. R. J. Monds, Mr. W. B. 
Jamison, Mrs. A. T. Martin, Mr. P. 
Bourque and Mr. A. J. Maisey. 

The advertising committee is com¬ 
posed of Lundy Findlay, Pete McAs- 
kile and Roy Walker. On the financial 
committee are R. M. Patriquin, W. D. 
Allan and Mrs. Roy Walker. It was 
decided that the territory to be cov¬ 
ered should 'be the same as for the 
War Savings Drive.

A Booster For 
West Hospitality 

(By D. L. Bourne, Winnipeg) 

D. L. Bourne ot Winnipeg 
Writes His Impressions of 
Hospitality of the People of 
Prairie Provinces. A Product 
of the Heart Not the Pocket- 
book 

We are fighting today to preserve 
the traditions of an Empire. Tradi¬ 
tions which have lived, and for which 
men have died throughout thc^centur- 
les. One of the outstanding of these 
traditions is manifest in the Canadian 
West, in What we are proud to call 
‘Western Hospitality," it is like ro¬ 
mance, it is a product of the heart, 
not the pocketbook. 

A lady tourist from the Eastern 
States, after visiting Canada in search 
of ti.e world famous “Western Hospi¬ 
tality,” stated she had failed to find 
evidence of outstanding hospitality, 
either east or west. Obviously she 
searched in the wrong places. It’s like 
told, it’s where you find it, but you 
ian buy gold, not hospitality. You 
would not find it in some high class 
otel, where the best is none too good 
s> kmg as you have the money to paj 
tor it. You could not find it In the 
heart of some thriving metropolis 
where everyone goes their own way, 
with little time to spare for people 
they know and rarely think of helping 
an acquaintance in trouble, and nevei 
a stranger. They might appear to do 
some little favor, but they have noth¬ 
ing to lose and probably hope to gait 
patronage in their particular line ol 
business.’ 

If the American tourist had gone tc 
the poverty stricken dried-out areas 
of Southern Manitoba, most of Sas¬ 
katchewan or Southern Alberta, 
among the rural communities of plair 
farmers and solid working folk, she 
cculd not have missed it. 

If she had been travelling on a due 
ty road when the weather man seemed 
to be making up for all the cold spell, 
of the previous winter, she would be 
sure'*'her throat would crack, if she 
didn’t get a drink in a hurry. If, undeT 
those circumstances, sht had had any 
of the tittle misfortunes of the trail 
such as a flat tire and nothing to fix

he would be in the mood to appreciate 
western hospitality and also be in a 
condition to receive it. One thing is 
certain, she would" vow that never 
again would she venturginto strange 
territory where, even fr she^could have 
seen a house, she didn’t know a sou’ 
for miles and miles. She could do one 
of two things, she could sit in the car 
and see what might happen, or she 
could walk to the nearest farm house 
(wherever that.might be) and phone 
for help. She' decided on the latter.

‘Struts the Heart oj Southern Alberta's Wheat Belt ’ 


Short time ago, we put Japan’s'attitude toward the Un¬ 
ited Stages in these words: “We’ll fight you unless you give 
us oil and other things without which we can’t fight you. 
i'he U.S. would accept only on condition that Japan give 
up what it had already won with such imports. This she 
would not do, and under intense German pressure she at¬ 
tacked with what reserves she had accumulated while the 
L'S. and Britain were trying to keep her neutral. By a 
.surprise attack she caused heavy losses to the Allies anu 
gieatly increased the difficulty of defending her, but she 
probably has no illusions herself as to the outcome of a 
protracted war. 


An Independent Weekly’Newspaper issued every

Mortgages and Interest 


A discussion has been in progress recently in the 
matter of interest rates on mortgages. The Stett- 
ler Independent has suggestW that not more than 577 
should be the standard rate on farm mortgages, and 
many others have considered-that 3% was the proper 
economic rate in relation to other values. The Independ¬ 
ent says:° “During the greater part of the last thirty 
years 8% has been the ruling rate, supplemented in 
early days by inspection fees and so on which increased 
the cost.” 

Replying to the Stettler editor’s argument in favor 
of 6%, the president of the Mortgage Loans Association 
of Alberta wrote an open letter in the Calgary Herald 
stating that "the majority of farm mortgages today 
now carry a rate of 6%, and in cases where this is not 
so, voluntary adjustments will be made in the future 
which, in the event, will mean a net rate even lower than 
8%. The average mortgage on a half section of land ; n 
Alberta would be about $2000. The difference in inter¬ 
est between 8% and 5% would amount to $60 per year 
or $6 per month. Surely such an insignificant sum cannot 
prove the deciding factor between, prosperity and bank¬ 
ruptcy in any year during the fast twenty.” 

“But,” says the Stettler poper, “all things are relative 
and $60 per year is not insignificant, especially when it 
has to be paid in a lump sum. Multiply this sum over 
aU the mortgaged farms in Albeita and the insignificant

necessities must be given up. - High interest is one of 
the accumulating debts, especially when compounded. It 
is a controversial point whether the difficulties and 
problems of both the Mortgage Association and the far¬ 
mers are not due to high interest operating over a per¬ 
iod of years in the past. 

The president of the Association also says that the 
fact that a man has paid interest on borrowed money 
for 30 years, is no more argument for cancellation or 
reduction of debt than if ten different people had bor¬ 
rowed money and paid interest on it for three years 
apiece. 

But the Stettler editor considers that this depends on 
the rate of interest that has been paid. Eight per cent 
for thirty years for one person is quite a different prop¬ 
osition from 8% for 10 persons for three years. 

“Our chief criticism of the Mortgage Loans Associa¬ 
tion” he continues, "is that while reductions have been 
made, the debtor who continued to pay a high rate of 
interest was expected to continue despite downward 
changes in the money market and in farming. The good 
accounts were expected to even up on the bad ones, 
which perhaps should not have been contracted for in 
the first place. 

“We need a strong and prosperous Mortgage Loans 
Association just as we need a strong and prosperous 
farm community and co-operation between the two 
groups will bring this about. We are in full accord with 
the president of the Association when he says ‘We would 
suggest that a sincere effort on the part of the govern¬ 
ment to co-operate with us would better serve, the inter¬ 
ests of farmers and citizens generally, so that necessary 
capital might again be available for logical development 
of this splendid province’.”

Has Japan noted that Germany was in no hurry to de¬ 
clare war on the United States ? That may have been be¬ 
cause Japan being the aggressor, Germany is not bound to 
do so. On the other hand it might have been due to a deli¬ 
cate sense that such an action would embarrass half-a-dozen 
of its good friends in the United States. 

The difference between two systems was exemplified 
early this month when the Italian Premier shifted his cab¬ 
inet and the BjC. cabinet shifted its Premier. The latter 
would have more of his ministers, but the people got behind 
the ministers and that ended one Premier’s career. They did 
this because they are still free. The Italians would like to 
do the same with their Premier but once upon a time they 
surrendered their freedom to him and are now powerless. 

When he disclosed the number of attempts upon his life 
during the past few years, Mussolini must have thought 
to enlist Italian sympathy and to divert their anger against 
the foreign governments that he charged with instigating 
them. In the present temper of the Italian people they are 
more likely to think of the sorrow and miseries they would 
have escaped if the first of these attempts had succeeded 
If it had, it might have been a good thing for the Duce 
himself. The would-be assassin would only be doing what 
the most pitiful figure in history should himself have done

TUTNTEEN THIRTY-FIVE. That was the time 

1 * when people discussed war in a remote aloof way 
as the kind of thing unlikely to happen, but still a pos¬ 
sibility. 

It w*s in March 1935 that the Canadian Senate set out 
to frame a definite Canadian w T ar policy, a matter 
brought into the open by^a resolution presented for con- 
aideration. Some of the clauses of the resolution are 
interesting. It was proposed that if Canada should ever 
again be at war, she would wage it with every ounce of 
strength In man and material power: that the declara¬ 
tion of War should be followed immediately by mobiliza¬ 
tion and conscription of all the material wealth of the 
nation; that the salaries and income for personal use 
for every person in the Dominion from Governor-Gen¬ 
eral down, including officers of the army, should be no 
greater than the pay of the common soldier in the field 
plus a reasonable amount for dependents; that no debts 
be incurred for prosecution of war or demobilizations 
and that all such costs be met by taxation and capital 
levies so that at the end of the war the debt of the coun¬ 
try would be no larger than it was at the beginning. 

Apparently this resolution got no farther than the 
debating stage, because there is not much reflection of 
the proposed policies in the conduct of the war today. 

All agreed that any war should be prosecuted with all 
the resources of Canada, but it was pointed out that a 
“pay-as-you-go” policy would impose limitations that no 
nation so far has ever been able to accomplish. 

Those opposing conscription of wealth, believed that

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-Then Canada Would Have 
Knded War With Surplus, 
Says H. G. Long, Lethbridge 
Herald 

H. G. Long, managing editor of the 
Lethbridge Herald, speaking at Leth¬ 
bridge, said th&tNtihe present rate of 
taxation had been npplied in the last 
war, Canada would have paid the fu!l 
tost of the war and have had a surplus 
in the treasury. 

He told of a lecent conference which 
lie attended in Otfawa when Hon. J.L. 
llsley presented his reasons for dras¬ 
tic measures to control inflation and 
pay as much as possible of the current 
war debt. 

Recalling the last war, Mr. Long 
spoke cf high prices paid for land anti 
the $200 steers, $2.25 wheat, $50 hog, 
72c wool, 75c egfes, 23c sugar ‘hat 
characterized the inflation period, of 
the last war. These prices tumbled 
quickly once the war Was over and-the 
drop in prices caused more pain than 
the high prices brought delight. 

It was to prevent a recurrence, to 
stop inflat.on, that the price ceilings 
“the most drastic regimentation ever 
attempted in . a democratic country’’ 
were brought into effect. They aimed 
to level costs and wages. This year 
Canadians are working 60 per cent for 
themselves and the war effort takes 
the balance. Next year it will be fifty- 
fifty. What is aimed at is to get as 
much out of ordinary economy in la¬ 
bor, taxes and loans to carry on the 
war effort. That would not be pos¬ 
sible if prices and wages were to run 
wild. 

Lesson From Last War 

The speaker, referring to the pres¬ 
ent high rate of federal taxation, told 
the gathering that, if the present rate 
of taxation had been applied during 
ihe last war when high wages and 
High prices obtained through 1916 on¬ 
ward, Canada would not ojnly have 
paid at the time the full cost of the 
war, some $2,000,000,000, but would 
have had a surplus of $500,000,000 in 
the treasury at the end of the war. 
Much of this money in the last \Car 
went into huge profits, but he quoted 
Hon. Mr. llsley and Donald Green ,n~ 
declaring there will be no profiteers 
come out of this war. 

The government was determined to 
prevent inflation and avoid the defla¬ 
tion that undermined the national 
economy at the end of the last war. 
Regimentation through price and 
wage control might provjde many 
headaches’ but not in any way com¬ 
parable with the disaster that would 
.esult from uncontrolled inflation. 

Jap residents of Lethbridge, have 
pledged loyalty to Canada, and dis¬ 
approved of Jap militarists.

_A new regulation of the Bacon 
Board states that any pig likely to 
dress below 130 pounds cannot be ac¬ 
cepted by export packers for slaugh¬ 
ter. This is effective December 15. 
The requirement is that 90% of Al¬ 
berta hogs are necessary to meet the 
British order. It is estimated that a 
upg dresses from 70 to 80% of live 
weight, so 176 pounds live weight 
would likely assure sale, but it would 
require 200 to 210 pounds live weight 
to get into the basic bacon class. 

It is said that thl strict regulations 
in respect to weight and general re¬ 
quirements are enforced, not only to 
meet the British demand of the pres¬ 
ent, but to assure continuance o i that 
market after the war. The penalties 
imposed on animals even slightly 
above the Basic Bl grade in weight, 
make hog raising no come-by-chance 
affair, dt is premsion production like 
any factory outsat, and a few days’ 
delay in getting animals on the mar¬ 
ket may make a big difference in re¬ 
turns. 

A farmer friend has turned over 
some of his shipper’s copies to the 
rimes. On one sale of 6 hogs made 
Nov. 17, he had two Grade A on which 

e secured a premium of $1.00 a head. 
Two of the hogs went Bl and brought 
.he basic grade price of $13.25 with¬ 
out premium or deduction. The other 
two weighed 177 pounds and 176 
pounds each. So he lost $3.00 through 
the three extra pounds, and conse¬ 
quent penalty of $1.50 a head. His 
sale grossed $129.45, plus $2.00 prem
